General 
Diaz is a very intelli­ 
gent and a very able 
man, and has done a 
great deal of good for Mexico.

present prosperous career. He i?, I presume, the 
most popular man in Mexico. 
He know» the 
country and people thoroughly, and ho under­ 
stands well what its present needs are. 
He 
is a ssgacious man, and quite c -pabla of giv­ 
ing tha Mexican Republic just the kind of 
government it needs 
I understand the ob­ 
ject of Diaz in his visit to tbis country is to 
bring about closer commercial relations b .- 
tween the United States aud M-xicr, and I 
have faith ia his ability to s-ccomptish his 
purpose. 
If his ideas prevail, not only his 
own country, but this nation, wiil be satis­ 
fied with the resuP. 
'['he development of the 
railroad system iu Mexico h»3 helped that 
country to a great extent, and Diaz is the 
instigator of tho system.”

N ew O rleans, April IGF.—The Metro­ 
politan Bank was robbed Ibis morning by 
profeasion&l burglars. 
The character of the 
tools left behind by ths cracksmen bear 
evidence that the job was dooe by men at the 
head ot the profession. 
“ R ed” Leary was 
down here a short time ago. 
He is credited 
with having something to do with the mat­ 
ter. The burglars forced their way into a 
vacant kouBe on Charlas etreet early Satur­ 
day evening, bored their way through next 
door, descended into the back yard of the 
bank, and cut through a thick iron door into 
the building. Oa .Sunday night the night 
watchman entered the bank at 9 o’clock, and 
was seiz'd hy three masked men. 
He 
resisted, but wa3 struck upon ttio head 
with a sharp instrument, rendered senseless 
and gagged. The burglars then attacked th» 
locked vault, drilled several holes, and at 2 
o’clock in the moraing blow it open. Tha 
bank’s money was maioiy in silver, tied up 
in bag?, 
Use of these begs, containing Sl.- 
OOO. was found iu a corner, and another, with 
8500 in it, was thrown iu tne gutter. 
Alto­ 
gether the burglars secured only 825,000 of 
the bank’s money—all in silver—but in the 
boxes of the depositors they reaped a rich 
harvest. The exact sum is unknown, and 
wiil be unknown until each depositor has 
been interviewed. 
There were fifty of there 
boxes iu the bank, all of which were ran­ 
sacked. 
Many contained large sums of 
money. 
The Ciilored Celebration In W ashington. 
W ashington, April 10th.—In spite of the 
rain tha colored people cslebrated tha twenty- 
first anniversary of the emancipation of 
slavery in the District to-day ia good style.

The Dublin M urder Trials. 
D ublin, April 10 h.—In the Curley trial 
t j-diy tho cate for the prosecution wr« opened 
by Murphy. 
He said that neither a feeling 
of indignation at the crime nor a panic in re­ 
gard to themselves should influence the jury. 
He then detailed the circumstances of the 
murder. 
Murphy stated that Farrel, the in­ 
former, would be called to prove the prison­ 
ers -hire ia the plot to murder tho officials 
of Ireland, and particularly to tell how the 
prisoner swore him iu as au Invincible, and 
instructed him, when the murder of Forster 
was projicted, to step the Secretary’s car­ 
riage by seizing the reins. Kavanagh and 
Carey, he said, would be placed on the stand 
to detail the movement? of Curlev on the day 
of the Fhoerix Park murders, l ’oter Carey, 
a brother of James Carey, the informer, 
would swear that after the murders he waa 
detailed to watch Kavanagh, the car driver, 
who i: was feared would inferir, and who 
Curley desired to have murdered. 
A servatii-girl was the first witness called. 
She fully identified Curley as ore of the men 
she saw in the park on the 6th of May. 
James Carey swore that just before Burke 
was stabbed he (Catey) heard him tell Caven- 
uish about the attempts made to take the life 
of Forster. 
Carey admitted that he had 
been engaged in twenty attempts to take the 
file of Forster. 
He would not have called 
Fill star’s removal murdsr. 
The conspirators 
had arranged for the arssssination on the 4th 
of May last of Lientenant-Oolonel Hillier, 
then Inspector of the General Constabulary, 
and Burke. 
Did not think Burke deserved 
to be murdered, but would not have cried at 
anything that happened to Forster. 
Upon the conclusion of the testimony of 
Farrel the Court adjourned until to-morrow. 
Curley maintained au 
indifferent 
air 
throughout. 
Adam?, another of the counsel 
for defense, applied to be relieved from fur­ 
ther duties at the end of the trial of Curley. 
The effect of the letter received by the fore­ 
man of the jury which tried Joe Brady, 
threatening that be would be killed unless a 
verdict of not guilty was found, was shown 
to-day by the fact that of the Bpecial jury 
panel called in the case of Curley, fifty per­ 
sons failed to appear, notwithstanding the 
fine of £500 upon each absentee. 
Rem arkable Disclosures. 
D ublin, April 10th.—The inquiry of Clif­ 
ford Lloyd into the Toplot case, in the Crush- 
keen district, has led to remarkable disclos­ 
ures. Tho first clue to the existence cf a 
conspiracy was obtained by the confession of 
a man named Tubridrer, wounded in an at­ 
tack on an objectionable party of moonlight­ 
ers. Tubridrer ha? given full particulars in 
Court of the murdsr of a man named Ken­ 
nedy by assassins brought from a distance. 
Tubridrer stater that he belonged to a secret 
society, 
iu 
which 
he 
was obliged by 
threats to continue. In January, 1882, the 
society was reorganized, with the special ob­ 
ject of killing landlords, agents and spies, 
i'hc local leader. Maclnerny, introduced to 
the members a stranger from Dublin, who 
said he had traveled through the other coun­ 
ties and formed societies. 
He said that the 
Laud League would supply the society with 
arms, aud promised that the League would 
pay M&clceiny the expanses of men sent 
out of their own districts. 
He also said the 
members might have to go to various parts of 
Ireland, and even to Knglaud, to sbcot land­ 
lords and ageDts, The name of the new soci­ 
ety was the “ Inviucibles or Vigilante.” A 
group of societies, includisg the Cruahkeen 
district, are implicated ic many of the most 
notorious murders ever committed iu Ireland, 
An Im partial T rial.

D ecisio n o f a Bond C oupon C ase—T he C ity 
far w ater ren ts of Baid city th e eutn c f #70,- 
W in s th e F ir s t C on test. 
Ju d g e M cF arlan d , ot the S uperior C ourt, 
yesterday rendered th e decision given below 
in the c.ae of M eyer, a bondholder, against 
'.ho T ru '.ers, A u d ito r ucd C ity T reasurer, to 
com pel paym ent into the in terest fund, and 
p aym ent out cf it also. 
T he C ourt refused 
to D ice its m ax.d»tr, and th e holding is th a t 
ihe bondholder has no rem edy to enforce p ay­ 
m ent. 
Below th e F.zcop.1) U n io n presenta 
syllabi cf th e decision for th e convenience of 
th e re ad er: 
Defendants are the Trustees of the City of Sacra­ 
mento, and the prayer of the complaint is th at 
they he required 10 yay 27j per cent, of certain 
warer rates collected cf rate payers into a sinking 
ainkjnrircri fund, from which certain sums ¿liquid 
be paid to piainuff as th e holder of interest cou­ 
pons on bands issued by Sacramento. 
I ti s a l 
loved that the city should par into the fund 
■sin,250, and the Treasurer should pry to plaintiff 
£23,100 due on ceupans. 
Defendants dem ur that there is a misjoinder of de­ 
fendants and cf causes of action, and th at no 
sufficient cause of action is stated. 
From 1S51 to lasti there was for Sacramento a 
Mayor and 
irarnon Council. 
A p rl 21, US3, the 
Legislature n p e a le lth e corporate Act and passed 
another consolidating the city and c unty of rrae- 
r amento, and authorized the issuance of coupon 
bonds for past indebtedness of the city, and also 
of the county, and the Supervisors were given 
power to lew a tax, within city limits, of 110 
cents on each £100 cf arsesaid values. It provided 
th a t 55 per cent, of all taxes, licenses, harbor 
dots, water rents and fines inside the city iim i's 
go to a sinking and interest fund, to pay interest 
and principal on the coupons and bonds, 
it was 
provided also th at the city and county should not 
ce sued, nor its property be liable to attachm ent 
and levy, etc. 
Under th e Act the bonds plaintiff 
holds were i9=ued. 
By Act cf April, 1SG3, the city ur.d county were 
severed and tho corporation of the city erected, 
v. ith three i ru.tecs as the governing authority. 
Tue Act prohibits a greater property tax than £1 
on the £100 of asses-ed values, and provides that 
55 per cent, of ail taxes, licenses, harbor dues, 
net w ater rates and fines go to paym ent of the 
bond intcre-t created under the Act of 1S53, a 
the excess to redemption of th s principal. 
By 
this Act the city may bu held on any bond, pgrce- 
inect, e tc , if entered into after tiie passage of 
the Act, bu t th at no levy or attachm ent sluli be 
made 011 tiie property of the city under any pro­ 
cess whatever.

The failure of the Truatees

000;” th a t under th e said A ct of 1853, 55 per 
cent, of said eum, viz , §3S,500, should have 
been re t a p a rt and p aiJ by said T rustees into 
the eaid ¡cterfDi and einking iuud ; and th a t 
they have p aid in to said fund only 37A per 
cent, of said 870,000, am ounting only to 819, 
250 
N ow, in the first place, th e com plaint al­ 
leges th a t there r re 8100,000 in said interest 
fund ; and a a plaintiff claim s only 823,130 as 
due on his coupons, I cennut see how he has 
a legal rig h t to t.ny m oneys not in s»id '.und. 
B ut, iu tho .vetoed place, th e com plaint 
m erely alleges th a t 870,000 were “ collected 
fcr w ater rent?,” and it goes upon the theory 
th a t, under the «eperted A ct cf 1858, the 
T rustees r,:e com pelled lo pay into the inter 
est fund 55 per cent, of all ihe w afer renta— 
th a t is, from the gross receipts from th a t 
source cf revenue. 
B u t th e A ct of 1863, in ­ 
corporating :ho present city of Sacram ento, 
and hy w hich the T rustees are governed, ex- 
pr, grip provides th a t only 55 per cent, of the 
u et w ater rente shall be p .id into eaid fund. 
I t creates a new fund, called th s “ W V er 
W ork- fund.” 
I f provides th a t all reveone'-. 
derived ir:.m the W ater W nrks .- hall be fir-.t 
pal'd in to sai 1 W a te r W orks fund, and th a t 
“ aftc - the paym ent of all necessary ex p arse 
iacludiog sal:ui ?, to e rry on and keep in 
order tha said W ater W orks, the residue, if 
any there be,” shall then ba apportioned to 
the other funds. 
( S ta t 1803, p. 426, Secs. 
26, 27). 
C learly, therefore, in order to have stated 
a 021120 ot action, th e com plaint should have 
alleged th a t there were n et w ater rents after 
satisfying th s W ater W orks fund as afore 
said. 
T he nnly answ er sought to be m ade to thia 
propositi cn is th a t the L ogielatare had do 
constitutional po ver to eoact th a t p a rt of th 
said sta tu te cf 1863 which deals w ith th e rev­ 
enue fm m w afer rents, because it im pairs the 
obligations of a confrrct. 
U p an t tis point 
I have no doubt a m unicipal corporation Í3 a 
m ere creature of the L gislature, and the 
L egislature can not only alter its revenues and 
funds, b u t c»n abolish both, or destroy the 
corporation itself. 
I t m ight have provided 
th a t no m ore w ater rents sn uld be cobeffed 
:han w ere necessary to carry on the Water 
W orks, or th a t th s n et proceeds should go 
into the school fund, cr th .t no w ater rents 
should be charged a t nil. 
E specially ia this the law in C alifornia, 
where it has been frequent1® dectaie.I by tbe 
highest C ourt th a t a m unicipal corporation is 
a p a rt of the S t »tc governm ent, and clothed 
as to its contracts and liabili-.ics w ith the a t­ 
tributes of Eovereignty. 
I n H unsaker vs. B orden (5 C ab, 290), tiie 
C cu rt says : “ A county governm ent is a por­ 
tion ot the S tate governm ent, and the com ty 
d ebt created by au th o rity of law is a p a rt of 
the S tate debt, and in tha sam e m anner as 
there is no rem edy rgainat th e S tate there 
m ay be none against the county. 
T he boy- 
1 w h ati tweripfwn she 
;h hi r ow a p aneipai 
m ay owe, w hether throw 
treasury or one of her subordinate treasuries, 
unless by her own consent. 
H e r creaitore 
have nothing to rely on except h er good fait h, 
sn d she has equally the pow er to pastpons 
tha tim e of paym ent, or to refuse to pay 
at a ll.” 
In S h aip vs. C ontra Costa C ounty (34 C a l, 
290), tho C ourt says : “ T he law iff c o n tra e s 
as betw een private individuáis, invoked by 
the learned counsel for appellant, does not, as 
we consider, furnish the rule for decision in 
this case. 
i! 
* 
* 
* 
In this case a sover­ 
eign is one of tho contracting parties ; fcr 
the G overnm ent of the county of C ontra 
C osta is a portion of the S tate G overnm ent, 
ar.d as against a sovereign there are uo lem - 
e-lies excep‘|such as the sovereign, in the ex­ 
ercise of th a t good faith by which all G overn­ 
m ents are presum ed lo be actuated, m ay 
accord. T he S tate G overnm ent, neither ia ins 
general nor its local capacity, c m be sued 1 y 
her creditors or m ade am enable to judicial 
process except by her own consent. 
H er 
creditors m ust rely soleiy upon h er good f iitb 
as to the tim e, mode aud m easw e of p ay ­ 
m en t.” 
T he sam e decision is declared i n 'h o C ity 
aud C ounty of San Francisco vs Beidem an 
(17 Cai., 462); M cC auly vs. B rooks (16 Cab, 
3 1 ); Tem ple vs. D oe (36 C al., 223); Rose vs 
E s'iidillo (39 Ca!., 275); Siuton vs. A shbury 
(41 C al., 530). 
T o tre are m any other C aufornia e oes to 
the sam e point. 
I t will be noticed th a t in 
m any ot the cases the m unicipal corporation 
involved w as a city, and th a t the acme rulo is 
applied to cities as to connties. C ities ere p a t 
in the sam e category w ith countie?, p articu ­ 
larly in the cases of Tem plo ve. Doe (36 C a1., 
223), and Winbigler vs. C ity of L s A ngeles 
(45 Ca!., 36). 
I a the latter ca,e the C ourt 
sa y s: 
“ Iucorp arated cities in this S tate are 
m ere governm ental instrum ents burned under 
the S tate law s for th e purposes of internal ad­ 
m inistration. T hey are not distinguishable in 
principle from counties created by law s fcr 
the came purpose.” 
(Page 38 ) 
T he Suprem e C ourt of th e U n ited State*, 
in the c?se of M erryw eather vs. G arre tt (192 
U . S ., 472) uses this language : 
T he rig h t cf th e S tate to repeal the char­ 
te r of th e city of M em phis cannot be ques­ 
tioned. 
M unicipal corporations are m ere 
instrum ents of the S tate f ir the m ore con­ 
venient adm inistration of local governm ent. 
* 
T here is no contract betw een the 
S tate and th e public th a t the ch arter of a city 
sholl not bo at all tim es euhjeot to legislative 
control. 
* 
* 
A ll rerRons who deal w ith 
such bodies are conclusively presum ed io act 
upon know ledge of th e pow er of ihe Leg'. - 
lature. 
T here is no such thing as a vested 
rig h t held by any individual in the g ran t of 
legislative power to th em .” 
I t is clear to m y m ind from tbe foregoing 
authorities I h at the L egislature had the power 
to control the revenues to be derived fr ra 
w ater routs, and th a t therefore the com plaint 
Btates no cause of action against the Truslee*. 
A nd this would be bo ezen if the A ct 1 f 1858, 
under w hich Ihe fcociis wore isiusd, hod pro­ 
vided a rem edy which tho A ct cf 1863 had 
token aw ay. 
B ut, in fac1, ro rem edy a t all 
-jvaa provided by the A ct cf 1858 
B y its 
term s th e corporation c :u ’d not be sued “ in 
.any r.ction w hatever,” 3nd its revenues were 
not subject “ to any process w hatever.1’ 
T he rem aining question is, C an tha C ity 
T reacur r b e com pelled by a w rit of m an­ 
date to deliver to th e p lain t.ff frrm tb e C ity 
T reasury the am ount of m oney alleged to be 
due on the coupons described in th e com ­ 
plaint? 
A good (Dal of argum eut was expended on 
the eiuset’on w hether or not m andam us is the 
proper rem edy. 
U ndoubtedly it i?, if it be 
the clear legal d u ty of th e T reasurer to pay 
the m oney. 
R eplevin is certainly the proper 
action to lecover a hcrse. and ejectm ent to 
recover land ; b u t if ia the one instance the 
plaintiffs failed to Bhow a right to the horie, 
and in the other a right to the land, it would 
avail him n o th irg to asiert th a t he had par- 
sued the proper rem edy. A nd so w hile m an­ 
dam us ia th s proper lem edy to com pel a pub­ 
lic officer to perform sn act specially en­ 
joined by law, the question here is w hether or 
not the act sought to be enforced is not of 
tb a t character. 
I t is to be observed th a t tb e C cu rt cannot 
m ake an order th a t the T reasurer pay over the 
m oney to plaintiff unless it is the d u ty of the 
T reasurer to do so w ithout tu ch order. 
I a 
other words, this C ourt cannot assum e the 
adm inistration of the financial affairs of tbe 
city, and from a business or m oral standpoint 
determ ine w hether the m oney ought to be 
paid. 
T o do so w ould be to tu u rp political 
power—to oust th e governm ent ot tho city 
of its jurisdiction and p u t this C ourt in its 
place. T he C ourt can only act judicially, and 
can deal only w ith the legal d u ty of the 
T reasurer. 
T he duties c f the T reasurer m ust be g ath ­ 
ered from the A ct of 1863, which creates his 
office, and th a t A ct m erely provides th a t “ the 
T reasurer shall perform Buch duties as m ay be 
im posed on him by law. ordinance or order of 
the T rustees.” 
(Sec. 33 ) 
N ow, in the tirBt place, it ip not alleged 
th a t there ia any “ order of the T rustees ” re­ 
quiring the T reasurer to pay th e m oney to 
piaintiff. 
In fact, it was understoe.d a t tbe 
argum ent th a t the T rustees had directly or­ 
dered him not to pay it. 
In the second place, it is not alleged or 
claim ed th a t there is any “ o rd in an ce” re­ 
quiring him to pay it. 
In th e th ird place. Í3 there any “ law ” w hich 
especially eojoiDS upon the T reasurer the ab­ 
solute m inisterial d u ty of paying p lain t’fFs 
coupons upon th eir m ere p n ssctation to him , 
w ithout any action or direction by any of the 
other departm ents or officers of the city gov­ 
ernm ent, and under which the judicial w rit of 
m andam us m ust issue to com pel him so to 
do ? 
C learly the A ct of 1858 iq not such a 
“ law .” 
In the first place it w as repealed 
nearly tw en ty y e trs ago ; and, in the Bccmd 
place, under th a t A ct, plaintiff had no right 
to a w rit cf m andam us, or any other kind of 
a w rit. 
I t expressly provided—in th a t p art 
of Section 1 hereinbefore quoted—th a t the 
corporation w hich issned the bonds should 
not be sued “ in any action w hatever,” and 
th a t its revenues should not be “ subject to 
any attachm ent, levy, or sale, or any process 
w hatever.” 
T his language is peculiar. 
I t is 
n o t th a t th9 revenues shall not be subject to 
any attach m en t, etc., on any process; b a t 
th a t th ey shall n o t be tu b ject to any attach ­ 
m ent, levy, or sale, “ or ” any process w h at­ 
ever. 
T he position of counsel for plaintiff, 
th a t this provision m erely m eans th a t the 
public property of th e city shall not be a t­ 
tached or sold on execution, i«, therefore, not 
tenable. 
I t w ould be 
practicing a m ore 
fra u d n ltn t tric k of language to say th a t while 
the revenues of th e city are n o t “ su b je c t” 
to a w rit of execution y et th ey are subject 
to a w rit cf m andam us. 
T hey are both 
“ processes,” and the only difference betw een 
them i», th a t in the form er the Sheriff is 
com m anded to tak e certaiu revenues of tbe 
city s.nd give them to th e plaintiff, and in 
th e la tte r th e T reasurer is com m anded to do 
th e sam e thing. 
Í 
If the A ct of 1S53, incorporating the “ city 
¡ and ccu n ty 0! S acram ento," w ere shill in 


titio n to him . 
B a t th e defendant C ham ber- 
l:c 13 not an r.ffi er of th s “ city and cou n 'y 
of S a c r a m e n to h e is T reasurer of au en tire­ 
ly different corporation, v'z , th e “ city cf 
S acram ento.” 
H isdutie--, therc-f- re, are p re­ 
scribed by the A c t of 1863 
Section 5 of 
th a t A ct provides th a t th e P resid en t of the 
B oard of T rustees “ ehcll sign all w arrants 
draw n upon the treasury for the paym ent of 
m oney c u t of any cf its tunde.” 
Section 16 
provides th a t no dem and upon th e treasury 
■shall bs allow ed by tho A u d ito r in favor of 
nny person w ho is indebted to 
“ either 
th e city cr any of it? funde, tru sts or uses, 
w ithout 
first 
deducting 
therefrom 
th e 
am ount of such indebtedness.” 
Section 9 
provides th a t 
“ every denu-nd 
upon the 
treasury, except dem ands on 
the 
scbool 
fund, m ust be acted upon by the B oard of 
T rustees, aud ba by them allowed or rejected 
in whole cr ia p a rt.” 
I t also provides ih a t 
th e C ity A uditor ehsll have a veto cf all de 
m aads allowed. 
Section 26 creates n fund 
for the paym ent of tbe in terest cf bends 
legally isrued for city indebtedness. 
Now, 
has the T reasurer to tak a the responsibility 
of decid irg all those m atters ? 
I t i-eema to 
me clear th a ', w ith the exception of dem ands 
upon th e school fund, he ia not legally bound 
to pay i ii}r dee ands upon th e treasury except 
those w hich have been approved by the 
B oard of T rustee-, and for w hich w arrants 
have been issued, signed by th e P resident of 
the B oard and tho A uditor. 
Of course, the 
law m ight have provided th a t th e T re is u r:r 
should pay the coupons w hen pu-seuted to 
him , b u t it hug not so provided. 
A fter I had arrived a t th e conclusions 
above stated, and had w ritten m a rly ali of 
this opinion, m y atten tio n war called to the 
case of the S tate of L ouisiana ex rel. E iiia tt 
ot als. vs. A lien Ju m ei, A udiior, and certain 
other S ale officers, recently decided by tho 
Suprem e C ourt of the U n ited States. 
T h at 
case fully confirm s tho views hereinbefore ex­ 
pressed. 
I t is a very instructive case, b u t as 
this opinion id airezdy quite lengthy, I will 
refer to th a t case upon one point alone. 
In 
the case at bar it wr.s conceded by both p ar­ 
ties th a t tha m oneys in th? interest fund con­ 
stitu te a tru st for the benefit of th e bondhold­ 
ers. 
P laintiff says th a t be has a property 
interest in it, rn d defendants say th a t as the 
am ount due upon coupons is m uch greater 
th an the am ount of m oney in th e fund, as 
appears from the co m p lain t; therefore al! the 
coupon holders should bs m ade parties, ana 
th e m oney should be distributed p torr-ta by a 
C ourt of equity. 
I do n o t concur ia these 
views. 
In the case last above referred to— 
which cn this point ¡3 precbely like tbe case a t 
b a r—the Suprem e C cu rt cf the U nited S tates 
s a y s : 
“ Tho m oney ia th e treasu ry is the 
properly of the S tate and not ia any legal 
sense the property of th s bond or coupoD- 
holders 
I t lust or destroyed the iois w ill fall 
on the S ta te .” 
A n d again : “ T hs T reasurer 
is no m ore 3 trustee of these m oneys than he 
is cf ali other public money?. H e hplda them , 
b u t oniy as'tiio agent of th e S tate. 
I f tlu re 
13 any tru.-.t, the S tato is the tru3tsp, end u n ­ 
less the S tate can be Bued the trustee cannot 
be enjoined.” 
O i course, w hat w ould be best to b a done as 
to th e m atter involved in this action, viewed 
from th e stan d p o in t or public credit, good 
m orals and harinees sense, is a question to be 
determ ined by the people an i taxpayers of 
the city, or th eir agent, tho local govirnm ent. 
I t is n o t a judical question. 
I concluae th a t tne dem urrers should all be 
sustained. 
L e t an order to th a t effect be en­ 
tered, aud giving plaintiff tw en ty days in 
wbicli to am end his com plaint, if to shall bs 
adv’s ;d so to do.

By keetor a water rates as at present, it 
would add §18.000 revenue from that source, 
and only require §120,000 to be raised cn tax 
rojl, which would reduce the rate to 1 per 
csci. on the §12 000,000 assessment roll. 
This would be a matter of small interest if 
the debt c u be arranged as above enggested, 
as it is a mooted question which would te the 
most beneficial to the prosperity of the city, 
that of having the tax §1 15, acd water rates 
rcduced 25 per cent., or vice versa, water 
ra'nas they ore. and the tax 1 percent. 
Hoping you will fully consider the 'natter 
aud tase &?tion a ta n early day and ia tu:h 
m anner as to show the bondholders that we 
aro w illing and ready to act jostly and fairly, 
taking all tha circumstances ¡ato considera 
tiou, but if compelled to by harras.-ing and 
expensive lawsuits, wa will resist to the last 
all attempts at coercive measures to bank­ 
rupt us. 


The Fkcposed Ousting.—The defendants 
in the case of The People ex re'. Callahan 
vs. Greenlaw, in which it is proposed by the 
plaintiff to replace tho old county officers in 
their respective positions, are firm in the 
cjnviction that they have found a settler to 
the matter :n the decision of the Suprema 
Court in the case of Staude vs. The Board 
of lvection Commitsiocers of the City and 
County of Sin Francisco, filed August 24th 
of last year. In this the question to be de­ 
termined was whether, by virtue of the Act 
of the legislature, approved March 7, 1881, 
and commonly known as the “ HarUon Act,” 
an elect'.'n of the elective officers of the city 
and county of San Francisco was required to 
be held at ¡he general election, to occur in No­ 
vember of last year. The decision was that 
the election was required to be held at the 
general election in November, and that the 
L'onsolid»tioa Act cf that city and county is 
affeated 1 y the Hartmn Act. The decision 
was rendered by Justice Rosj, and the judg­ 
ment was concurred ia by Justices Thornton, 
Myrick tnd McKee and Chief Justics Mor­ 
rison—Justices Sharp ¡teia and McKinstry 
dis8entirg. 


Y, M. C. A. L ecture.—There was a large 
audience in attendance at the Y. M. C. A. 
rooms last evening to hear Rev, Dr. Frost 
lecture upon the subject, “ The Infidel’s 
Bible.” The presentation secured the closest 
attention of the audience. The speaker took 
up the ieadiog objection? made by disbe­ 
lievers of the Bible, and pre6inted answers 
in euppsrt of these passages. In conclusion, 
and referring to so called contradictory pas­ 
sage?, he said that while he did not claim to 
be a great Bible pcholar, he would present 
§10 to any young man who would produce a 
verse of Scriptures that tha speaker could 
not bring information to elucidate and ex­ 
plain, to the satisfaction of a jury of twelve 
unprejudiced men, that it was reasonable and 
not contradictory to other portions of Scrip­ 
tures. 


A V aluable R eference Book.—The Sec­ 
retary of State has issued a very neat and 
instructive little pamphlet, containing a list 
of the officers of the Slate and county gov­ 
ernments—executive, judicial and legislative 
—together with salaries and term of expira­ 
tion cf office. It also contains the vote by 
counties for Congressmen, cast at the recent 
general election, and the vote for Governor 
ny precincts. 
Included in it is the popula­ 
tion of the State by counties. 
Altogether it 
is a very valuable book of reference.

Circular No. 2, issued f -ora the Adjutant- 
Geceral’s office, leads as follows : 
Tha following Act of Congress h published 
f :r the information of ail parsons in this State 
interested therein : 
An Act to extend the timo for filing claims for 
hcrses and equipments lost by etHuera and enlisted 
men in the service of tha United States, and for 
other pur.'csts. 
Be it enacted by the Sen ite and House of Repre­ 
sentatives of the United States of America in Con­ 
gress assembled, That the time for filing claims for 
norees and equipments lost by ctikcrs and enlisted 
men in the military service of the United States, 
which expired by limitation on the 31st day of De­ 
cember, 1S75, be, and the same is hereby, extended 
to one year from and after the passage of this A ct; 
and that all such claims filed in the proper depart­ 
ment before the passage of this Act shall be de med 
to have been filed in due time, acd shall be consid­ 
ered and decided without refiling. 
Section 2. That alt claims arising under the Act 
approved March 
1S10, entitled “ An Act to pro­ 
vide for the payment of horses and other property 
lost or destroyed in the military service of the 
l uited States,” and all Acts amendatory thereof, 
which shall not be filed in the proper department 
within one j ear from and after the passage of this 
Act, shall be forever barred, and shall not be re­ 
ceived, considered, or au iited by any department of 
the Government. 
Approved January 9 ,18SS. 
It is known that many residents of this 
State who eerv ed in the various Indian wars, 
as wtll as in thit from 1801 to 1SG5, lost their 
private hordes and equipments in such ter vice. 
The Act above quoted gives all such per­ 
sons one year within which to tiie their claims 
for such losses. 
Attention is called to the following pro­ 
visions of this law, to w it: 
1. Losses in any of the Indian ware, in this 
or any of the other States or Teiritories, will 
be pmd, as well aa lesies in tha war of 18i51 
to 18G5. 
2. Losses by officsrs, euljsted men, fcouts, 
guides and all other persons actually engaged 
in the military service, ara included in the 
provisions of this law. 
3. This law extends to looses in any manner 
not the result of tha soldier's own fault or 
negligence. This includes loíses in battle, by 
captura, for want of forage, by overheating, 
hard usage, accidents ot all >orts, disease, 
theft by destriers, from forced matches, or 
from any other cause aiisi: g in the lino of 
military duty. 
4. Tbo time for filing tfcesa claims expires 
January S, 18S4. All such claims not pre­ 
sented to the proper department of the 
United States by this date wi!l be forever 
barred; but if thfl application is filed pi or 
to January 8, 1884, tha proof necessary to 
comp’efe the claim may be filed at any date.

On 
two cccosicn3 she left the house where she 
has been residing with her maid since the 
trageiy, and did not return until the next 
day, pasting the right at cno of the hotels. 
Her brother was greatly depressed at these 
reported failures to get started for h^ne. At 
last, Saturday afternoon, to her brother’s 
grer.t rolief, Mrs. Uhler declared she would 
be ready to start that evening. Preparations 
were made, and r.s tho hour of departure 
drew near she wept violently, caliing repeat­ 
edly on the namo of her dead lover, and de­ 
claring that she would not leave for the West 
before seeing her children.

to accompany her brother, and she was 
finally prevailed to enter a close carriage with 
Conkling and a gentleman who has been hi3 
warn, fr’end throughout the trouble, and the 
carriage wa3 driven to the Grand Centra! 
depol:. After getting aboard the train Mrs. 
Uhler became almost hysterical, and cried 
out that she would not go. A t times forco 
became nectesary to restrain her from leaving 
the car. 


EFFORTS TO SEE HER CHILDREN. 
Despite her jfltei^jnation to do to, Mr?. 
Uhler w;i.8 unable j*> S a lt her little children 
before going away with her brother, but she 
certaiuly made a desperate effort to accom­ 
plish her desireo, for, accompanied by her 
maid, on the 4ch instant, she went to Leba­ 
non, Pa., where her husband and children 
are residing with Mr. U hbr’s parents. Upon 
ringing the bell of the Uhler mansion, the 
door was opened by a servant girl who had 
been in tho employ of Mr. and Mrs, Uhler 
bifore their separation. The Rirl at once 
recognized Mrs. Uhler, and acting probably 
upon instructions given to her by her em­ 
ployer, she snub the door in Mrs. Uhlers 
facs. The unfortunate woman became al­ 
most frantic, and striding up and down the 
piazza she gave vent to her anguish in heart­ 
rending ehriek?, clamoring to be admitted 
and threatening to break down the door and 
windows if she v ere not allowed to see her 
children. No attention wa3 paid to her criea 
by those within th ft house, and finally her 
maii succeeded in calming her. 


SHE SEES HER CHILDREN WITH THEIR FATHER. 
Jusu before leaving the place, Mrs. Uhler 
saw her little ones driving past with their 
father. 
She held out her arms imploringly 
to them, and cried out for them to stop, but 
either the father and children did not see or 
hear her, or pretended they did not, and they 
were soon cu: of sight of the heart-broken 
mother, probably forever. 
It was with no 
little elfori; tho maid was enabled to got her 
mistress to leave the spot acd come to the 
city. Those who have been intimately asec- 
cieted with Mrs. Uhler for the past week are 
under the impression that the poor woman’s 
mind has been unsettled by the shock she re­ 
ceived the night cf the tragedy, and her suf- 
fericga acd remorse which have followed.
